Sweet  peas  are  an  especially  good  crop  to  plant 
on  account  of  their  long  blooming  period.  They 
do  not  require  as  much  heat  as  many  other  flowers, 
thereby  a  saving  in  fuel  expense  and  making  them 
a  low  cost  crop.  They  yield  more  flowers  per  plant 
and  have  a  wider  range  of  colors  than  most  other 
flower  crops  and  are  not  difficult  to  raise.  By  this 
we  do  not  mean  that  they  need  no  attention  after 
planting;  but  to  the  contrary,  if  well  cared  for  they 
will  bring  greater  returns  than  most  other  flower¬ 
ing  crops.  Flowering  period  lasts  several  months, 
yielding  thousands  of  blossoms.  If  started  in  pots 
four  to  six  weeks  in  advance  it  is  very  easy  to  re¬ 
plant  directly  after  mums  in  the  same  beds,  there¬ 
by  saving  time,  or  the  seed  can  be  planted  directly 
in  the  beds  after  a  crop  is  out. 

For  outdoor  planting  in  California,  the  southern 
states  or  states  where  there  is  very  little  danger 
of  freezing  weather  they  can  be  planted  early  in 
the  fall  and  in  75  to  100  days  they  will  begin  to 
flower  and  continue  to  bloom  until  summer.  Cov¬ 
ering  on  frosty  nights  is  all  that  is  necessary.  A 
100-foot  row  will  givg_thousands  of  flowers  with 
very  little  care  except  to  keep  down  aphids  and 
training  up  the  vines.  So  why  not  Early  Sweet 
Peas  for  indoor  and  outdoor  planting  for  1935?

CULTURE  SUGGESTIONS 


Work  soil  at  least  18  inches  deep;  use  liberal 
amount  of  Well  decayed  manure.  Cow  manure  is  best. 
Use  sprinkling  of  lime  and  bone;  Soak  seed  in  water 
for  about  24  hours  or  until  swelled  up  and  then  plant 
about  IV2  to  2  inches  deep  in  a  well  firmed  soil  that  is 
good  and  moist,  but  not  sticky.  (DO  NOT  SOAK 
WHITE  SEEDED  VARIETIES). 

Peas  will  not  do  well  in  too  loose  a  soil.  Plant  one 
inch  apart  and  later  thin  to  about  six  inches.  Do  not 
water  until  seeds  have  begun  to  germinate.  After 
germination  has  taken  place  give  a  good  soaking. 
MOST  FAILURES  ARE  CAUSED  BY  WATERING 
BEFORE  SEED  HAS  SPROUTED.  If  weather  is  hot 
use  some  kind  of  shading.  Protect  young  plants  from 
birds  outdoors.  Look  for  Green  Aphids  regularly  as 
this  insect  is  the. worst  enemy.  Spraying  with  nicotine, 
one  part  nicotine  to  400  parts  water  with  spray  gun  is 
best.  There  are  also  many  other  good  insecticides 
which  are  excellent  for  the  control  of  Aphids.  Give 
young  plants  substantial  supports  in  order  that  they 
may  climb  and  produce  good  flowers.  Poor  flowers 
with  crooked  stems  are  worthless.  Liquid  manure  feed¬ 
ing  after  they  come  in  bloom  will  lengthen  the  flower¬ 
ing  period  and  produce  better  flowers.  Pick  all  flow¬ 
ers  daily  as  this  also  lengthens  the  flowering  period. 
Always  keep  the  surface  earth  loose  and  never  allow 
a  crust  to  form.  If  grown  indoors  keep  ventilators 
open  to  keep  the  air  as  dry  as  possible.  A  house  that 
is  kept  damp  and  sultry  will  cause  too  much  growth 
and  the  sweet  peas  will  not  bloom  as  soon  as  they 
should,  and  then  will  begin  to  bloom  too  high  up. 
Early  swreet  peas  usually  bloom  from  75  to  100  days 
after  seed  is  planted.  Leading  commercial  colors  are 
in  order  named:  Pink,  Lavender,  White,  Salmon,  Or¬ 
ange,  Blue,  Red.  Other  colors  should  be  used  in  lesser 
quantities.  One  ounce  of  Sweet  Pea  Seed  will  plant 
about  25  feet  of  row.
